Certainly  the  highlight  of  the 
Alumni  Banquet  was  the  presentation  of 
the  Alumni  Service  Award  to  four  C.PP.S. 
priests,  who  average  45  years  of  service 
to  Saint  Joseph’s  College. 

The  first  recipient,  Fr.  Raymond 
Cera  ‘42,  was  assigned  to  the  faculty  in 
1948.  He  is  often  remembered  as  an 
instructor  in  modern  languages,  but  he 
also  served  in  numerous  capacities  at 
SJC  and  in  the  surrounding  communities. 
In  1983,  he  was  elected  Councilor  to  the 
General  Curia  of  the  Missionaries  of  the 
Precious  Blood  in  Rome.  More  recently, 
he  has  been  involved  in  the  translation 
of  letters  of  the  C.PP.S.  founder,  St. 
Gaspar. 

Fr.  William  Kramer  ‘41  was 

assigned  to  SJC  in  1946.  Interrupted 
only  by  six  years  of  graduate  study  in 
Switzerland,  his  service  as  an  instructor 
in  chemistry  continued  well  into  the 
1990s.  He  was  the  first  coordinator  of 
the  Core  program  in  1969.  In  1986,  he 


was  awarded  the  Fr.  Edwin  J.  Kaiser 
Faculty  Scholar  Award  for  his  book. 
Evolution  and  Creation.  He  received 
the  Meiring  Teaching  Award  in  1992. 

Fr.  Edward  McCarthy  ‘35  came  to 
SJC  in  1957  after  five  years  of  parish  work 
and  twelve  years  of  teaching  at  three 
other  colleges  in  Wisconsin  and  Kansas. 
For  26  years  he  served  on  the  SJC  faculty 
in  philosophy  and  Core.  Named  Profes¬ 
sor  Emeritus  in  1983,  he  continues  to 
reside  at  SJC. 

Fr.  Charles  Rueve  ‘40  has  taught 
mathematics  at  SJC  since  1946.  This 
service  was  interrupted  only  by  his 
pursuit  of  a  Master’s  degree  in  1949  and 
his  Doctorate  in  1963  from  the  University 
of  Notre  Dame.  Today,  he  continues  to 
teach  on  a  limited  basis.  For  more  than 
30  years  he  has  also  been  in  charge  of 
landscaping  at  SJC. 

Our  thanks  and  congratulations  to 
these  four  of  God’s  finest. 

Looking  ahead,  though  the  date  is 
not  yet  set  for  Homecoming  2002,  it’s  not 
too  soon  to  consider  attending.

Following  fast 
on  the  heels  of  the 
terrorist  attacks  on  the 
World  Trade  Center 
and  the  Pentagon,  this 
year’s  Homecoming, 
held  September  14-16, 
was  clearly  different 
than  those  in  years 
past.  Many  members 
of  the  SJC  family  were 
not  able  to  make  it  to 
Rensselaer  due  to  the 
interruption  in  airline 
service.  Those  who 
did  attend  had  the 
opportunity  to  reunite 
with  old  friends  at  a 
time  when  support 

from  family  and  friends  felt  particularly  important. 

Among  those  who  were  not  able  to  make  it  to 
Rensselaer  were  Samuel  H.  Rankin  ‘64  and  Albert 
A.  Salerno  ‘57,  this  year’s  winners  of  the  Alumni 
Achievement  Awards.  At  the  Alumni  Banquet, 
three  of  Rankin’s  1964  classmates,  Tom  Coates, 
Mike  McErlean,  and  Gerald  Walter,  accepted  the 
award  on  his  behalf.  Bernard  Balas  ‘57,  Alumni 
Board  President,  accepted  Salemo’s  award  in  his 
absence. 

As  he  collected  the  award  for  his  classmate, 
Balas  read  some  of  Salemo’s  prepared  remarks, 
which  took  on  special  meaning  in  light  of  the 
nation’s  grief.

Responses  to  and  reflections  upon  the  events 
of  September  1 1  were  incorporated  into  the  week¬ 
end.  Friday  evening,  which  President  Bush  had 
declared  a  National  Day  of  Prayer  in  remembrance  of 
those  affected  by  the  attacks,  a  student-organized 
candlelight  vigil  was  held  on  the  intramural  sports 
field.

SJC  students  search  for  the  right  role  to 
play  in  America's  time  of  need 


Students  on  the  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
campus  grieved  along  with  the  rest  of  the  world  in 
the  days  following  September  1 1 . 

“Tragedy  is  the  only  word  to  describe  this 
situation,”  said  Wendy  Sidener  ‘03.  “I  watched  as 
thousands  of  my  fellow  innocent  Americans  died. 
Then  I  watched  as  Palestinians  celebrated  in  the 
streets.  ...  No  one  should  ever  celebrate  any  type  of 
casualty,  especially  one  this  catastrophic.” 

The  students  at  Saint  Joseph’s  gathered 
together  on  campus  for  a  number  of  vigils  and 
prayer  groups  in  the  first  few  days  after  the  attacks. 
But,  like  the  rest  of  the  world,  their  grief  and 
reflection  soon  caused  them  to  ask  how  they  might 
help  those  in  need. 

Under  the  direction  of  Dottie  Collura,  Director 
of  Student  Activities,  students  began  to  investigate 
the  possibility  of  an  Indiana  Bloodmobile  visit  to 
campus.  Because  there  was  such  great  interest  to 
donate  blood  in  the  weeks  following  the  attacks, 
however,  the  Bloodmobile  was  not  able  to  travel  to 
SJC. 

As  an  alternative,  students  publicized  on 
campus  the  location  of  blood  drives  throughout  the 
state  and  sold  vinyl  wristbands  outisde  the  cafeteria 
to  raise  funds  for  the  American  Red  Cross  Disaster 
Relief  Fund.  Sales  of  the  wristbands,  which  bore 
images  of  the  American  Flag,  raised  over  500  dollars. 

Melissa  Genova  ‘04  volunteered  a  great  deal  of 
time  to  the  wristband  project.  “Many  lives  were 
lost,  many  people  were  hurt.  Being  brought  up  with 
Christian  values  and  a  heart,  I  felt  compelled  to  give 
myself  in  any  possible  way  to  those  in  need.” 

Blaire  Henley  ‘02  organized  a  project  to  show 
the  New  York  City  firefighters  that  their  heroism  is 
appreciated.  On  the  one-month  anniversary  of  the 


terrorist  attacks,  she  and  others 
scheduled  a  Red,  White,  and  Blue 
day,  encouraging  members  of  the 
SJC  community  to  dress  in  patriotic 
colors  as  a  show  of  support  for  the 
relief  workers.  Henley’s  team  of 
volunteers  took  pictures  of  people 
across  campus  and  sent  them,  along 
with  letters,  to  fire  departments 
throughout  New  York. 

Henley  says  she  was  “tired  of 
sympathizing  and  ready  to  empa¬ 
thize.” 

“1  wanted  to  do  something.  .  .  . 
I  don’t  want  to  just  feel  sorry  for  the 
citizens  of  New  York.  If  my  boxing 
up  letters  and  developing  patriotic 
pictures  of  SJC  students  makes  a 
NYC  firefighter’s  grief  a  little  smaller, 
then  I’ll  feel  better.” 

Collura,  who  joined  the  SJC 
staff  this  semester,  said  working  with  the  students 
through  the  last  couple  of  months  has  been  a  warm 
welcome  to  the  campus.  “I  feel  blessed  to  be  a  part 
of  a  campus  community  that  cares  so  much  about 
people  and  their  welfare,”  she  commented. 

Students  are  still  searching,  both  in  and  out  of 
classes,  to  make  meaning  of  these  events  and  to 
figure  out  how  they  should  think  about  the  current 
international  situation.  To  aid  in  this  effort,  various 
faculty  members  of  Saint  Joseph's  College  hosted  a 
roundtable  discussion  in  a  student  residence  hall 
the  evening  of  September  20.  A  wide  variety  of 
disciplines  were  represented,  including  economics 
and  finance,  history,  and  political  science.  Students 
were  able  to  ask  questions  about  United  States 
foreign  policy,  Osama  Bin  Laden,  Islam,  and  what 
might  happen  as  a  result  of  the  attacks  on  America. 

“Various  members  of  the  staff  from  campus 
ministry,  student  development,  faculty,  etc.  are 
making  themselves  present  to  students  so  that  folks 
have  people  to  talk  with  to  share  concerns,”  says 
Brother  Tim  Hemm,  C.PP.S,  ‘70,  Local  Director  of 
the  Missionaries  of  the  Precious  Blood  and  a 
member  of  the  campus  ministry  staff.  “During  a 
tragic  time  such  as  now,  the  fact  that  we  are  ‘small’ 
is  a  .  .  .  benefit.  People  know  people  and  want  to  be 
with  people;  that’s  what's  happening." 

In  the  coming  months,  students  will,  no  doubt, 
continue  to  talk  with  one  another  to  look  for  lessons 
in  the  recent  events.  Michael  Eckhardt  ‘02  will  be 
among  them.  “This  nightmare,”  he  says,  “is  another 
example  of  how  precious  life  is.  We  must  not  take  it 
for  granted.”  •%>

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Director  of  the  Indiana  Civil  Rights 
Commission  Visits  SJC 

In  a  recent  visit  with  Saint  Joseph's  College 
students,  Sandra  D.  Leek,  Executive  Director  of  the 
Indiana  Civil  Rights  Commission,  told  students  they 
have  an  important  challenge  facing  them.  "I  believe 
you  will  be  the  first  generation  who  will  have  to 
create  economic  opportunity  and  a  climate  of  mutual 
trust  ...  in  a  global  economy,"  she  charged. 

Leek  was  asked  to  visit  with  students  in  the 
Saint  Joseph's  College  Core  program  who  are 
studying  America  in  the  20th  century.  These 
students  had  completed  a  reading  that  addressed 
the  1992  riots  in  Los  Angeles  that  followed  the 
acquittal  of  white  police  officers  involved  in  the 
beating  of  Rodney  King. 

Leek  reads  cases  of  lawlessness  such  as  the 
L.A.  riots  as  barometers  of  the  progress  America  has 
made  in  trying  to  live  up  to  the  ideals  established  in 
the  country's  founding.  When  there  is  an  absence  of 
equal  opportunity,  she  says,  "it  manifests  itself  in 
riots,  in  destruction,  in  lawlessness." 

"The  riots  can  be  sparked  by  a  single  incident, 
but  the  underlying  root  causes  and  grievances 
accumulate  over  the  years." 

Leek's  experience  at  the  Indiana  Civil  Rights 
Commission  has  shown  her  that  obstacles  to  equal 
opportunity  happen  because  of  an  atmosphere  of 
mistrust.  "With  the  absence  of  trust,  people  want  to 
run  right  to  my  office  and  say  'My  rights  have  been 
violated.'" 


In  response  to  King's  question  "Can't  we  all 
just  get  along?"  Leek  says,  "We  can  if  we  form 
trusting  relationships  and  try  to  communicate." 

"The  very  existence  of  our  agency  [the  Indiana 
Civil  Rights  Commission]  is  a  manifestation  of  racial 
tension  and  racial  violence  in  America.  .  .  .  But  I'm 
encouraged,  because  the  beauty  of  America  is  that 
once  we  as  a  nation  have  a  consensus  that  there  is  a 
wrong,  we  find  a  remedy.  The  reason  for  [today's] 
racial  tensions  is  that  we  lack  the  consensus  about 
what  is  the  wrong."  •St

CONTACT:  Can  you  believe  you’ve  already 
completed  your  first  100  days  in  office? 

MILLS:  No,  the  time  has  gone  by  very  quickly  for 
Liz  and  me.  We  have  had  the  privilege  of  meeting  a 
number  of  remarkable  people  both  associated  with 
the  College  and  in  the  City  of  Rensselaer.  We  were 
able  in  four  months  to  buy  a  home  in  Rensselaer  and 
sell  our  home  in  New  York.  We  are  settling  in  for  the 
winter,  which,  we  were  told  before  we  came,  is  quite 
mild  with  little  wind  but  occasional  frost. 


word  out  even  more  than  we  have  in  the  past.  We 
are  increasing  our  outreach  to  inform  more  people 
about  the  many  opportunities  at  Saint  Joseph’s.  We 
are  also  going  to  enhance  our  message  about  the 
remarkable  opportunity  students  who  attend  the 
College  have  to  form  relationships  with  their 
professors,  administrators  and  fellow  students.  We 
will  stress  outcomes  because  our  alumni  tend  to  be 
very  successful.

CONTACT:  What  about  the  area  of  fund  raising?  I 
understand  you  have  been  out  and  about  with 
Maureen  “Mo”  Egan  visiting  people  and  inviting 
them  to  support  Saint  Joseph's  College. 


CONTACT:  You  better  check  the  Weather  Channel 
on  that!  We  know  that  the  primary  areas  you  had 
identified,  as  a  priority  for  your  first  year  as  Presi¬ 
dent,  were  admissions  and  fund  raising.  What  is 
your  assessment  of  our  progress  in  those  areas? 

MILLS:  Saint  Joseph's  College  has  much  that  a 
high  school  senior  would  find  attractive.  The 
placement  rate  is  about  as  good  as  it  gets  compared 
to  other  colleges.  The  academic  programs,  sports 
programs  and  campus  activities  are  well  developed 
and  diverse.  The  educators  at  the  College  are 
incredibly  dedicated.  At  Fall  Registration  there  were 
fifteen  faculty  who  had  given  up  their  weekend  to 
help  students  get  into  the  right  courses  and 
programs.  The  faculty  at  many  other  colleges  would 
have  said,  “see  me  Monday.”  We  need  to  increase 
enrollment  and  to  do  that  we  need  to  get  the  good 


MILLS:  Yes,  Mo  and  1  have  been  on  the  road.  Let 
me  say  something  to  those  alumni  and  friends  who 
would  consider  making  a  major  gift  but  have  not 
been  contacted  yet:  don't  feel  slighted.  We  may  very 
well  be  calling  in  the  near  future.  If  we  don't  call,  be 
understanding.  Know  that  Saint  Joseph's  certainly 
would  appreciate  your  support.  Please  call  us! 

CONTACT:  So  things  have  been  going  well  in  fund 
raising? 

MILLS:  Actually  it  is  a  mixed  return.  We  have  had 
some  wonderful  visits  and  met  many  generous 
people.  The  reunion  classes  of  1956  and  1961  made 
important  honor  class  gifts.  I  know  I  am  preaching 
to  the  choir  when  I  say  this,  because  those  who 
tend  to  read  alumni  magazines  tend  to  be  support¬ 
ers,  but  in  some  areas,  the  College  needs  to  improve. 
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CONTACT:  How  is  that? 

MILLS:  Overall  alumni  giving  at  Saint  Joseph's 
College  is  18%.  For  a  residential  liberal  aits  college 
of  our  age  and  size  the  participation  rate  should  be 
about  30%.  At  Saint  Joseph’s,  where  we  have  about 
10,000  alumni,  that  translates  into  about  1200 
missing  gifts.  These  are  gifts  the  College  sorely 
needs  to  advance  and  compete  in  today's  higher 
education  environment. 

CONTACT:  Why  do  you  think  our  giving  rate  is  so 
low? 

MILLS:  Part  of  it  is  demographic.  Young  classes 
tend  to  be  less  supportive,  and  about  half  of  the 
College's  alumni  graduated  in  the  last  two  decades. 
But  that  is  just  part  of  it.  I  haven’t  found  any  widely 
pervasive  reason  to  explain  lack  of  support.  People 
knock  themselves  out  here  to  provide  a  good 
education,  a  supportive  environment,  and  a  diverse 
array  of  opportunities  for  the  students.  I  have  heard 
alumni  repeatedly  praise  the  College  for  how  well 
they  were  prepared.  1  think  the  alumni  are  unaware 
of  what  is  expected  of  them. 

CONTACT:  What  do  you  mean  by  that? 

MILLS:  Unlike  in  Europe,  the  American  higher 
education  system  is  set  up  with  the  expectation  that 
alumni  will  support  their  schools.  The  tax  code 
reinforces  this  idea.  By  and  large  it  works.  Our 
country's  higher  education  system  is  the  envy  of  the 
world.  1  suspect  many  of  our  alumni  are  simply 
unaware  of  what  is  expected  of  them-not  only  by 
Saint  Joseph's  College,  but  also  by  the  system. 


CONTACT:  What  is  the  College  doing  about  this? 

MILLS:  Materials  being  prepared  for  the  College 
Fund  campaign  this  year  talk  about  participation. 
They  talk  about  the  role  of  alumni  in  American 
higher  education.  These  materials  show  the  alumni 
how  their  participation  measures  up  against  some  of 
the  private  colleges  in  Indiana,  including  those  that 
have  traditionally  been  rivals  of  the  Pumas  in  sports. 
The  idea  is  to  show  our  alumni  how  their  competi¬ 
tion  is  doing  compared  to  them.  This  is  one  contest 
the  Pumas  don't  want  to  lose.  The  message  needs 
to  reach  the  alumni  that  Saint  Joseph's  College  must 
increase  its  alumni  participation  rate  to  remain 
competitive  and  to  be  taken  seriously  by  large 
corporate  or  foundation  prospects.  Corporations 
and  foundations  say  to  us,  “If  you  want  our  support 
you  must  first  show  us  a  good  support  rate  from 
your  own  people.” 

CONTACT:  What  can  alumi  do  to  help? 

MILLS:  We  all  know  we  all  have  a  duty  to  give 
what  we  can  to  charity.  My  request  to  alumni,  and 
especially  young  alumni,  is  that  they  make  Saint 
Joseph's  College  one  of  their  top  three  charities. 
Those  with  little  discretionary  income  should  not  be 
discouraged.  Participation  at  any  level  is  very 
important.  At  the  end  of  the  day,  the  College's 
future  is  in  the  hands  of  its  alumni.  It  would  be  a 
very  debilitating  thing  for  Saint  Joseph's  College  if 
the  primary  attitude  of  the  Pumas  towards  their 
home  was  indifference.

On  Aug.  3 1 ,  the  Discovery  Channel,  a  televi¬ 
sion  station  that  bases  its  programming  on  non¬ 
fiction  topics  such  as  science,  nature  and  technol¬ 
ogy,  made  a  special  trip  to  Rensselaer  to  shoot  an 
episode  of  The  New  Detectives:  Case  Studies  in 
Forensic  Science.  The  episode  will  feature  Dr.  Neal 
Haskell,  forensic  science  and  biology  professor  at 
Saint  Joseph's  College. 

The  New  Detectives  focuses  on  forensic 
science  methods  used  in  actual  murder  cases.  This 
particular  episode  features  the  1994  case  of  Linda 
Howell,  a  woman  from  Stroud,  Okla.  that  murdered 
her  husband  and  buried  his  corpse  in  her  front  yard. 

Initially,  the  details  surrounding  the  murder 
were  few.  Witnesses  reported  seeing  the  couple 
arguing  outside  a  bar  on  a  Thursday  night;  the  body 
was  found  Sunday  morning.  Howell  claimed  to  have 
seen  her  husband  for  the  last  time  Saturday  night. 
Haskell,  whose  expertise  in  entomology  is  acknowl¬ 
edged  in  at  least  20  states,  was  called  in  to  identify 
the  time  of  death. 

"With  the  maggots  we  found  on  the  body,  I 
was  able  to  determine  whether  the  man  had  died  36 
hours  ago  or  96  hours  ago.  If  the  woman  hadn't  been 
so  specific  about  the  last  time  she  saw  her  husband 
alive,  I  never  would've  been  able  to  tell,"  he  ex¬ 
plained. 

Haskell's  results  supported  suspicions  that 
Howell  had  indeed  murdered  her  husband  on 
Thursday  night  by  determining  the  maggot  eggs  on 
the  corpse  were  laid  72  to  96  hours  before  it  was 
discovered,  in  direct  contradiction  of  Howell's 
original  story. 


After  Haskell's  court 
testimony,  Howell  changed 
her  plea.  The  Discovery 
Channel  crew  arrived  at 
Haskell's  lab  around  10  a.m. 
to  discuss  the  events 
planned  for  the  day.  After 
an  interview,  the  crew 
arrived  at  Saint  Joseph's 
College,  filming  a  portion  of 
the  episode  on  campus. 

"The  crew  was  quite 
pleased  with  everybody 
involved,"  Haskell  said. 
"They  had  nice  compli¬ 
ments  about  Saint  Joseph's 
College  and  the  student 
body.  They  said  the 
students  were  professional 
and  friendly.  We  broke  in  on 
two  classes  and  everyone 
was  very  accommodating. 
They  were  also  pleased  and 
surprised  by  our  campus.  They  said  it  was  very 
pretty." 

The  afternoon  consisted  of  a  maggot  presenta¬ 
tion  at  Haskell's  farm  in  Pleasant  Ridge.  He  received 
assistance  from  some  SJC  students  enrolled  in  his 
forensic  science  classes. 

"It  was  a  great  experience,"  Kristy  Tiede  said. 
"[Working  with  Haskell]  has  given  me  a  chance  to 
do  things  1  never  thought  I'd  do." 

Tiede  is  a  biochemistry  major  completing  her 
last  year  at  SJC.  After  graduation,  she  hopes  to 
pursue  a  master's  degree  in  forensic  science  and 
obtain  work  in  a  crime  laboratory  or  in  investiga¬ 
tions. 

"1  started  out  wanting  to  baby-sit  pets  and 
open  up  my  own  business,"  she  laughed.  "Then  I 
took  one  of  [Haskell's]  classes,  was  intrigued  by 
him,  and  I've  gotten  to  do  things  I've  never  dreamed 
of  doing.  He's  been  instrumental  to  what  I  want  to 
do."

what  forensic  science  work 
entails. 

"It's  through  this  type  of 
media  that  the  public  gets  its 
knowledge,"  he  said.  "They 
don't  sit  in  forensics  meetings.

The  New  Detectives  is  geared  toward  the  scientific 
side  and  aims  at  showing  the  public  how  it  really 
works." 

This  is  not  the  first  time  Haskell  has  been 
featured  in  The  New  Detectives.  His  "Web  of  Clues" 
episode  aired  from  May  1997  to  May  1998.  He  is  also 
scheduled  to  appear  on  a  new  FOX  television  show 
called  Post  Mortem.  No  airdate  has  been  released  at 
this  time. 

Haskell's  is  also  a  familiar  name  in  print  media. 


He  was  featured  in  this  year's  August  edition  of 
Maxim  magazine.  The  article  discussed  the  Simon 
and  Schuster  book.  Dead  Reckoning ,  which  deals 
with  insects  and  the  role  they  play  in  death  investi¬ 
gations,  for  which  Haskell  wrote  a  chapter. 

Haskell's  episode  of  The  New >  Detectives  is 
scheduled  to  air  in  approximately  four  months.  To

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Since  June  of  2001,  Reverend 
William  Stang,  C.PP.S.,  ‘72  has 
been  stationed  in  Kosovo  to 
serve  as  a  chaplain  for  U.S. 
troops  stationed  there.  Rev. 

Stang  has  been  sending  home 
letters  that  detail  his 
experiences.  The  following  is 
excerpted  from  his  letters.  Rev. 
Stang,  pictured  at  the  right,  is 
due  home  in  November. 

We  live  in  SEA  (South  East 
Asia)  huts.  Each  one  is  divided 
into  5  rooms  that  can  hold  6  beds. 
Some  of  the  rooms  are  further 
divided  for  2-3  higher  ranking 
officers.  There  is  electric  (220v) 
and  a  window  air  conditioner. 
Some  of  the  people  have  TVs, 
VCRs,  microwaves,  etc.  in  theirs  . 

.  .  I'm  only  in  my  room  to  sleep,  so 
I  don't  need  any  of  that.  .  .  . 

Camp  Bondsteel  is  an 
outpost  modeled  after  the  old 
“Wild  West’’  Army  posts.  It  is  a 
fortified  center  from  which  patrols 
and  missions  set  out.  If  you've 
seen  She  Wore  a  Yellow  Ribbon 
or  Fort  Apache  you've  seen  what 
we  do.  The  only  difference  is  the 
modem  day  equipment.  Instead 
of  the  wood  stockade,  we  have 
antiarmor  ditches,  triple 
concertina  razor  wire  and  secret 
stuff.  It’s  a  seven  mile  jog  around 
the  perimeter.  There  are  bunkers, 
and  internal  earthworks  divide  the 
compound  and  can  be  defended 
from  either  side,  depending  on 
which  way  bad  guys  would 
approach.  Each  soldier  always 
carries  his  or  her  weapon  and  a 
loaded  magazine,  even  in  the 
toilet  or  to  church  services.  This 
is  the  first  time  I've  done  services 
where  the  congregation  is  armed 
with  live  rounds.  Talk  about  your 
tough  audience.  It's  a  good 
motivator  to  work  hard  on  the 
homily. . . . 

1  had  hoped  that  my  next 
letter  to  you  would  be  a  happier 
one,  telling  you  more  about  the 
work  we  are  doing  here  and  the

people  of  Kosovo.  Unfortu¬ 
nately,  pure  evil  resurrected  itself 
on  1 1  September. 

1  feared  that  this  day  would 
come,  though  I  still  have  trouble 
believing  it.  I'd  gone  into  the 
dining  facility  for  a  cup  of  coffee, 
and  there  were  4  or  5  people 
watching  the  television.  The 
World  Trade  Center  was  on  fire. 

It  was  some  time  after  2  p.m.  here, 
so  we  were  getting  live  footage. 
One  guy  said  “I  think  they  said  a 
plane  flew  into  it  by  accident.” 
Only  about  a  minute  later  I  saw 
the  second  plane  go  in.  .  .  . 
Though  I  knew  it  was  real,  part  of 
my  brain  kept  saying,  “it’s  only  a 
movie;  it’s  only  a  movie.”  Then 
came  news  of  the  Pentagon. 

Many  of  the  people  here  have 
relatives  and  friends  working 
there.  . .  . 

The  mood  here  is  angry  and 
worried.  I  figured  the  soldiers 
would  be  worried  about  them¬ 
selves,  but  they’re  not.  They’re 
ready  to  go.  They  are  worried

about  their  families,  and  they’re 
worried  they’ll  be  shipped  to  the 
next  spot  without  having  a 
chance  to  see  them  again.  That 
worries  me  a  little  too. 

The  soldiers  here  are 
resolved.  They  know  war  is 
terrible;  they  are  the  ones  who 
would  have  to  fight  it.  But  we 
look  at  history,  and  we  know  half 
measures  make  it  cost  a  lot  more 
later.  Germany,  Poland,  Britain, 
France  and  Belgium  tried  “peace¬ 
ful  reasonableness”  with  old 
Adolf.  They  thought  they  were 
saving  lives  and  preserving 
peace,  but  40  million  people  died 
because  they  did  not  face  reality 
sooner  and  nip  [Hitler]  in  the  bud. 
We  believe  this  evil  is  a  real  and 
persistent  growing  threat.  .  .  . 

One  very  gratifying  course 
of  events  has  been  the  support 
we  are  getting  from  the  soldiers  of 
other  countries.  British,  French, 
Norwegian,  Swedish,  Italian, 
Jordanian,  and  Egyptian  soldiers 
attended  the  memorial  service  I 
gave  at  Pristina.  Representatives 
drove  several  hours  to  hand 
deliver  letters  of  sorrow  and 
support  to  our  commanding 
general  and  senior  chaplain. 
Thousands  of  Muslims  here  in 
Kosovo  held  prayer  services  for 
the  dead  in  America  and  asked  us 
to  continue  our  mission  of  peace 
here  in  the  Balkans.  .  .  . 

Most  of  the  people  are  very 
happy  to  have  us  build  a  perma¬ 
nent  base  in  their  area  because  it 
means  peace  and  security.  Some, 
though,  are  not  so  happy  to  have 
us  there.  .  .  .  Even  though  we 
protect  the  Serbs  in  the  same  way 
we  protect  the  Moslems,  the 
Serbs  greatly  resent  our  presence. 
They  feel  they  were  “winning” 
and  would  have  reclaimed 
Kosovo  from  the  “usurping” 
Moslems  if  we  had  not  stepped 
in.  Most  of  the  Serbs  see  the 
West  as  having  sided  with  the 
Moslems  against  their  “fellow 
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Christians.”  The  vast  majority  of 
Serbs  still  refuse  to  believe  what 
Serb  paramilitary  did  here.  Their 
booklets  and  web  pages  are  filled 
with  accounts  of  the  Moslem 
reprisals  but  have  no  mention  of 
ethnic  cleansing  by  the  Serbs  that 
led  to  those  reprisals.  There  is 
still  much  boiling  animosity  from 
the  terrible  events  of  so  few  years 
ago. 

The  Moslems  have  not 
forgotten.  One  of  our  tasks 
sounds  simple:  getting  Serb  kids 
safely  to  their  schools.  It's  pretty 
easy  to  tell  a  Serb  school.  It  has 
pictures  of  people  painted  on  the 
walls  (the  Moslems  are  against 
any  pictures  of  people),  the 
school  yard  is  clean  (the  Mos¬ 
lems  leave  nature  to  dispose  of 
the  garbage)  and  the  adults  scowl 
at  passing  American  soldiers  (the 
Moslems  smile,  wave  and  say 
“Hello”).  The  school  buses  have 
heavy  wire  mesh  over  the 
windows  to  keep  thrown  rocks 
from  hitting  the  kids.  U.S.  military 
vehicles  escort  the  buses  on 
varying  routes  and  at  different 


Alumni  recently  asked 
the  Contact  staff  about  retired 
geology  professor,  Mike 
Davis.

times.  Scout  vehicles  move  out 
first  on  several  routes  to  look  for 
Moslem  crowds  and  radio  back. 
All  of  this  is  to  minimize  the 
chance  of  Moslem  ambushes. 
Look  at  pictures  of  school 
desegregation  in  the  U.S.  in  the 
1960s  and  you'll  see  what  I  am 
talking  about.  You’d  think  the 
haters  would  leave  the  kids  alone, 
but  both  sides  see  the  other 
guy’s  children  as  future  enemy 
soldiers.  That  is  why  the  mass 
graves  of  “ethnic  cleansing”  here 
have  boys’  shoes  as  well  as  adult 
ones  laying  in  the  dirt.  .  .  . 

I  hope  that  you  are  proud  of 
your  soldiers  over  here.  They 
live  for  months  in  conditions 
none  of  us  would  accept  in 
America.  Their  families  are 
thousands  of  miles  away.  Yes, 
many  are  young  and  make  the 
mistakes  of  youth.  But  each  and 
every  one  has  taken  an  oath  to 
support  and  defend  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  of  the  United  States,  and 
they  mean  to  do  just  that,  no 
matter  what  it  may  cost  them.  I’m 
glad  I’ve  come  over  here.  I’ve 


sure  learned  a  lot  from  them. 

What  they  need  from  you  is 
your  support.  Support  the 
people  who  support  them,  the 
Red  Cross  and  the  U.S.O.  Keep 
our  soldiers  in  your  prayers.  If 
you  know  any,  help  out  the  wife, 
husband  or  children  they  left 
behind. 

Rev.  Stang  sent  this  additional  note  to 
be  included  in  Contact'.  America  is 
waking  up  to  the  fact  that  many 
powerful  people  in  the  world  hate  us 
and  wish  our  downfall.  Our  success  is 
a  threat  to  their  power.  They  use  our 
mistakes  as  their  excuse,  but  the  real 
situation  is  that  they  are  against  what 
we  stand  for.  They  close  schools  and 
kill  teachers  because  they  believe  in 
indoctrination  and  do  not  want  their 
followers  to  hear  other  ideas.  They 
strike  against  tolerance  because  their 
power  derives  from  hatred  of  those 
who  are  different.  They  pervert  or 
attack  freedom  of  the  press  because  a 
free  press  shows  the  evil  of  their  deeds. 
They  attack  the  foundations  of 
democracy  because  they  believe  power 
should  be  in  the  hands  of  a  few, 
themselves.  We  fight  back  by 
strengthening  our  educational  systems, 
living  tolerance,  accepting  disclosure 
of  our  mistakes  and  learning  from 
them,  and  relearning  the  effort 
democracy  demands. 


Michael  E.  Davis:  Where  Is  He  Now? 


Davis,  who  went  into 
partial  retirement  in  1994,  was 
named  Professor  Emeritus  of 
Geology  in  1995,  and  received 
an  honorary  doctorate  from 
SJC  in  1998,  has  been  working 
out  of  his  Saint  Joseph’s 
office,  classifying  and  labeling 
specimen  that  he  has  col¬ 
lected  over  the  years.  He  is 
donating  these  specimen  to 
the  SJC  geology  collection  to 
be  used  as  reference  material. 

Davis  has  also  been 
researching  water  resources, 
wellhead  contamination  and 
protection,  and  related 
environmental  situations.  He 
has  been  doing  some  geologic 
consulting,  presenting  talks  to 
civic  and  educational  groups, 
and  providing  individual 
consultation  related  to 
geologic  and  historical 


questions. 

When  asked  about  his 
office  space,  Davis  says  “This 
lab  was  [originally]  partitioned 
from  the  adjacent  lavatory  to 
get  space  [for]  an  office  in 
1952.  Given  the  nature  of  the 
origin  of  the  office,  guess 
what  the  (all  male)  students 
tagged  the  office,  much  to  the 
chagrin  of  the  administra¬ 
tion?”
